W ashington, 
June IO.—A contro­ 
versy which threatens to rip the air 
service wide open, is on in earnest 
today as a result of the demand mad#, 
by M ajor General Charles T. Menoher, 
chief of air service th a t Brig. Gen­ 
eral William Mitchell, his first as­ 
sistant. bp relieved of his duties. 
So serious is the row regarded th a t 
Secretary of W ar Weeks has assumed 
personal charge of the inquiry to as­ 
certain the causes of General Mano- 
her's action and the least th a t is ex­ 
pected to result from his investiga­ 
tion is a general shake up 
and 
a 
dealignment of personnel. 
The row has 
been 
brewing 
for 
months. 
Back of it is a long fought 
controversy oveT w hether the air ser­ 
vice shall be directed by flying of­ 
ficers or by officers of other arm s, 
infantry, cavalry or 
artillery, 
who 
may or may not be fam iliar with fly ­ 
ing conditions. 
, 
The real cause of the final break 
i between the two highest officers of 
the service, it was learned today, was 
Genera^ Mitchell’s objection to Meno- 
her’s placing a num ber of non-flying 
officers of high rank in adm inistra­ 
tive positions in the air service. 
The national defence act stipulates 
th at no more than IO per cent of of­ 
ficers of any rank in the air service 
may be non-flying. Gen. M enoher in­ 
terpreted this to mean th a t not more 
than IO per cent of all the officers 
of the service could bA non-flyers. 
Gen. Mitchell 
contended 
th a t 
tile 
language m eant th a t not m ore than 
IO per cent of the officers of any ohe 
rank could be ground officers.

The controversy became so warm 
that interpretation of the act waif 
put un to th„ judge advocate general 
of the arm y and it is understood th at

General Mitchell’s side of the argu­ 
ment.

Both Menoher and Mitchell have 
distinguished war records. 
Mitchell is recognized as one of the 
most expel t flyers in the service. He 
is th A only flying general in the 
army. 
He was awarded the distin­ 
guished service cross for combat fly­ 
ing over the enemy lines int the second 
battle of th 0 Marne. He is extremely 
popular among the younger flying of­ 
ficers who make up the bulk of the 
air service. 
Menoher wen distinction as

NATIONAL CONVENTIONS. 
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Candidates for the Presidency before Republican National 
Conventions have long felt tne injustice to the North of the num­ 
ber of delegates allowed to Southern States in the convention, 
from which section the Presidential candidate would not be able to 
get a single Electoral Vote. 
Now this has been remedied to a 
large extent. 
Substantial headway was made Wednesday by the Republican 
National Committee, in session at Washington, by the adoption of 
a plan that cuts down the representation of the Southern states 
by 23 votes. 
Representation of each state that voted Republican in the last 
presidential election is increased by two additional delegates-at- 
large. 
The total number of delegates from the so-called “Solid South’’ 
in future Republican national conventions will be 167 out of a 
total of 1,037 as a result of the adoption of this plan. 
South Carolina, which cast but 2,246 votes for President Hard­ 
ing last year and had ll delegates to the Chicago Convention last j 
June, is reduced to 4; Mississippi, which made a showing almost 
as w’eak. from a Republican standpoint, is reduced from 12 to 4;! 
Georgia, from 17 to IO; Louisiana, from 12 to 9, and Texas, from 
23 to 21. 
The states that have an aggressive party organization and 
made good showings receive a few additional delegates. These in­ 
clude Arkansas, which draws an increase of I; Florida, 2; Ten­ 
nessee, 2, and Virginia, I. 
But it is w’hen the candidates come to the Electoral College,

ELECTRIFICATION OF RAILROADS. 


Secretary of the Interior Fall is authority for the statement 
th at through the electrification of 36,000 miles of railroads, a fuel 
saving of six million tons, or $40,000,000 a year, could be effected. 
Added to this saving would be $50,000,000 annually as a difference 
in favor of electric versus steam engine repairs and maintenance. 
The total unit cost of electrification, according to the secretary, 
would be approximately $40,000 a mile of main line track, which, 
with 12,600 miles to be electrified, would cost $500,000,000. 
In 
addition, yard and siding trackage would call for $300,000,000 or a 
total of $800,000,000. It is claimed that electrification would dis­ 
place approximately 7,000 steam locomotives, which, at a salvage 
value of $22,500 each, would credit the electrification 
estimate 
with approximately $150,000,000, leaving a net 
investment % of 
$650,000,000, yielding an annual saving of ninety million dollars.
